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PREFACE 

Commodities  reported  in  this  summary,  with  abbreviations  used  in  Table  B, 
are  shown  on  page  5.  Unloads  of  sweetpotatoes  were  discontinued  for  1960 
because  only  two  cars  were  reported  by  the  59  cities  for  which  only  rail 
information  is  available.  Complete  rail  and  truck  unloads  of  sweetpota- 
toes are  available  for  the  41  rail-truck  cities  in  1960  issues  of  AMS-427 
and  AMS-428. 

Unloads  for  each  city  are  reported  in  two  tables  as  follows: 

Table  A  -  Outlines  reported  commodity  totals  by  months  with  a  three- 
year  totals'  comparison. 
Table  B  -  Outlines  annual  city  total  for  each  reported  commodity  by 
States  of  origin. 

The  actual  State  of  origin  was  obtained  on  reshipments  and  shipments  out 
of  storage  when  possible.  Railroads  were  instructed  to  report  mixed  cars 
containing  as  much  as  90  per  cent  of  one  commodity  as  that  commodity. 
When  no  single  commodity  comprised  90  per  cent  or  more,  cars  were  classi- 
fied in  their  proper  mixed  category  -  mixed  citrus  fruit,  mixed  vegetables, 
etc. 

RAIL  UNLOADS  FOR  PORT  CITIES  INCLUDE  BOAT  RECEIPTS  OF  IMPORTS  (in  carlot 
equivalents).   The  sum  of  unloads  of  certain  imported  fruits  exceeds 
imports  of  these  products  as  reported  in  shipment  summaries.   This  is 
because  all  boat  receipts  at  New  York  City  are  shown  as  unloads.  Some 
are  subsequently  shipped  to  interior  markets. 

Truck  unloads,  expressed  in  carlot  equivalents,  are  reported  for  41  U.S. 
and  5  Canadian  cities  and  represent  the  highest  percentage  of  completeness 
available  under  local  conditions  in  the  markets  covered.  ESTIMATED  PER- 
CENTAGE OF  COMPLETENESS  IS  SHOWN  FOR  TRUCK  ON  EACH  CITY  TABLE.  These 
estimates  take  into  consideration  movement  in  wholesale  commercial  chan- 
nels, including  chain  stores  and  farmers'  markets.  "Unknown"  under  State 
of  origin  largely  represents  quantities  repacked  en  route  and  actual  State 
of  origin  was  not  available.  Conversion  factor  table  for  truck  is  out- 
lined on  page  5.  These  factors  were  revised  January  1,  1960.   Factors 
for  use  in  adjusting  1959  and  1958  truck  data  to  more  equitably  compare 
with  1960  unloads  are  outlined  on  page  142. 

Special  distribution  tables  for  products  reported  in  this  summary  are 
included  for  rail  (including  boat)  and  motortruck  insofar  as  the  latter 
is  available.  See  index. 

The  unloads  reported  for  the  5  Canadian  cities  were  furnished  through  the 
courtesy  of  the  Canadian  Department  of  Agriculture.  Cooperation  on  the 
part  of  railroad,  express  and  steamship  agents,  as  well  as  members  of  the 
produce  industry,  officials  of  State  Departments  of  Agriculture  and  far- 
mers' markets,  is  hereby  gratefully  acknowledged.
